In eoucluaton, I will gladly co-operate 
with tbe authorities of tbe city of Paris iu 
every effort to rid the people of the burdeus 
of which you complain which is based 
upon ibe following leading principles: 

1st. The free admission of the rights of 
the colored people to the enjoyment of their 
personal freedom. 

lid. Their perfect right to remain in K.«n- 
tu<;ky, or to emigrate if they prefer emigra- 
tion; and I will render such assistance to 
those who are able to support themselves 
and desire to go to some other State as may 
be in my power. I will not eucourap- or 
aid the helpless to go out of tbe Suite. Their 
support is properly the duty of your own 
people. I will not assist in throwing ii 
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Public Meeting iu Hourbon County, Ky.

9m I reply to your letter of the VJtlx 
iust., which reached me to-day. 

I cannot sympathize with the citizens of 
Paris if you correctly represent them when 
you say, "The great desideratum is to rid 
ourselves ot a population that will not la- 
bor, but simply exist as a nuisance. Where 
they g<> or i-u whom they are sent is a saut- 
mrm little moment to us, so that thev be 
constrained to active, honest labor, and w e 
relieved of a burden." 

Such views and feelings of and toward a 
race born in your Bafcist, with just such 
habits of industry and morals as you have 
laoght them, are not very creditable to your 
humanity, or to the system to which these 
people have been subjected. I trust, how- 
r, thai you do the g-»od people of tbe 
and refined city ot Paris an uninten- 
injustice, and that they will be found 
willing to endure their share of the burdens 
of a system which they have supp ttsd 
with so much zeal, and which has created 
li e vagrancy and vice from which they 

I assure you that I would be glad to be 
able to suggest *omo "speedy and effectual 
remrxly' n>r tu« «.,-;i« you rirwrirw* whicb 
would rv-et your approbation, out I am 
certain that no such remedy is possible. 
Your peopleexpect or desire what can never 
be accomrlished. They seem to hope that 
alter enjoying the unpaid and extorted labor 
of the colored people for generations, after 
having denied tbem all means of mental 
and moral elevation and improvement, en- 
forced them to that condition thu their 
earnings are in the bands of their late mas- 
ters, and the negroes for that reson utterly 
destitute, some on* or some people will be 
found who are willing to "relieve them of a 
burden" and eagerly accept a population 
which you say "will not labor, but simply 
exist as a nuisance." Any such expectation 
is chimerical. The people of Paris will be 
compelled in a great nipasure to bear this 
evil themselves, and if they care as little f<.r 
the welfare and happiness of their late bond- 
men as might be inferred from your lan- 
guage, but lew persons can be found who 
will much care how heavily it presses them. 

I do not think that any plan can be de- 
viced which w ill realize all you desire. 

Under present circumstances there is but 
one course which can rid the people of 
Paris of their present embarrassment, and 
in Lhal alone can they have the co-operati-m 
of the military authorities of Kentucky. 
This plan includes several distinct things 
to be done: 

1st. The colored people to whom you al- 
lude must be relieved ot all double and 
with retpect to their status. They 
_ be assured of freedom. They cannot 
._ will not understand that they are free 
aa long as men who have heretofore owue.l 
them deny it. My assurances, which are 
sincerely given to them, that all are in fact 
free, though fortihed and strengthened by 
the declared opinions of the present able 
and patriotic Governor of the Common 
wealth, and by many of the most distin- 
guished citizens, are neutralized by the 
ciaims of men once their masters, and whom 
they have been accustomed to fear and 
otiey. Tbe < lear, precise and unreserved 
admission of the fact of freedom is an in- 
dispensible preliminary condition to the 
success of mv plan, whicb may be present- 
ed for tbe re W of the ra<»s from the evils 
they indict upon each other. 

2d. Yon must abandon the scheme of ex- 
pelling tbem from the State. The idea of 
expulsion is morally unjust and politically 
tyrannical, and in tbe highest degree op- 
pressive. These furnish sufficient reasons 
for abandoning it, but what will have more 
weight with many is that it is impracticable. 
You may, by injustice which w ill degrade 
and injure you, and by the petty oppres- 
sions which are now possible, compel a 
lew negroes to leave the State of Kentucky. 
You may in this way compel the most sen- 
sitive and intell gent to abandon their birib 
place and seek homes in other States among 
strangers, but tbe old and helpless, the 
stolid and worthless, will endure all and 
stay with you and burden you. The polit- 
ical economists of Kentucky will begin to 
inquire soon whether it is a' paying policy 
to give to the adjoining States all of the 
moat valuable portion of your colored pop- 
ulation, retaining for yourselves only the 
aged, the maimed, the halt, and the blind. 
Tne policy of persecution will result in th s 
aa certainly as it is ]<ersi«ted in. 

3d. You must gain or regain, if that form 
of expression is preferred, the confidence of 
the colored people. You have not that con- 
fidence now, whether you deaire it or not, 
need not be aitcuased. The unreserved ad- 
mission of their right to freedom and of 
their right to live where they were born 
and have toiled, will go far toward reaasur- 

lo^i^vou^wil^aid 1 tn^rp^rfct' protects, n 
in lite, "iil>erty and property which yon de 
mand for yourselves, and which is secured 
to you by the laws, the work will be com 
ple'te. A few years of unrestrained Indus 
try will give to the largest portion of the 
colored population improved habits of in- 
dustry, morality and usefulness, and put 
tbem in possession of the material results 
which are sure to follow industry and thrift 
To c'ing to the shadow of slavery, and that 
ia all that is lett, is to hug vagrancy amongst 
the negroes and discontent and disappoint- 
ment to your bosoms. Slavery never can

Resolved, That there being now no rebel- 
lion or insurrection in the United States, 
nor invasion of them, and no apprehension 
of any military force to make ioterual or 
external war upon them, the people have 
the constitutional right to the writ of habeas 
corpus, to be exempt from martial law, and 
to the full and undisturbed protection of 
their constitutions and civil laws and 
OMUts, both State and Federal. 

Resolved, That Andrew Johnson, Presi- 
dent ot the United States, is respectfully 
aud earnestly requested by this meeting to 
issue his proclamation, declaring to the 
people of the United States the restoration 
Of the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus, 
the non-existence of martial law, and pro- 
Mbiting the military from all interference 
with the civil authorities. 

Resolved, That the principles announce ! 
by President Johnson, that the laws of the 
States lately in rebellion, existing when 
their ordinances of secession were made, 
are to control the impending elections, and 
that all the States have the exclusive right 
and authority for themselves, raepootlTpljr, 
to make all laws and regulations, and to 
decide all questions connected with their 
elections and electors, meet the unqualitied 
approval of this meeting. 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky 
generally are ready and desirous to judge 
the measures and administration ot Presi- 
ded Johnson, not only justly, but liberally; 
and trust that, by its contormity to ibe Con- 
sul ution, and its observance of the rights 
and liberties of tbe people, it w ill merit ami 
receive the support of the good and vir- 
tuous of the living, and the grateful ap- 
proval of posterity. 

Resolved, That this meeting believes that 
President Johnson should at ouce reduce 
Uie army and navy of the United States to 
the greatest extent consistent with the pro- 
tection and tranquillity of the whole coun- 
try: and that be should disband all the 
negro troops, to prevent collision between 
tbem and the whites; to put this nation of 
tree white i»eop!e, so far as may be neces 
sary, wholly under the watch and ward of 
a white citizen soldiery, and to distribute 
the pay and emoluments of our small 
standing army among the veteran white 
hosts, who have fought for four years with 
unsurpassed courage and con 'ancv and

Resolved, That the encampment oi in - 
negro soldiery in Kentucky is producthe 
ot no good, but of much mischief; and this 
meeting makes an earnest appeal to Presi- 
dent Jonuson to order them away from the 
State. 

Resolved, That the recent multiform out- 
rages of the military authorities upon the 
ix ^-le of Kentucky', in the reckless disre- 
gard of their personal liberties and rights 
of property, and of the power and authori- 
tv ol their court*;, constitutions aud laws; 
and iu its lawless, forcible and audacious 
interference generally over tbe State, in our 
recent elections, by which, in many of 
them, the sovereign will of the people was 
delied and defeated, we believe to have been

sftrgeon'sand ministers of the South acting 
on this principle infused the fated doctrine 
of secession into the minds of their stu- 
dents, who thus exerted an influence on 
the masses so widespread and mighty that 
it could not be stayed until the entire 
country was plunged iuto a bloody and 
desolating war. It is the intelligent feu 
who are guilty of the high crime of trea- 
son. And their skirts are reddened with 
tbe blood of thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of innocent men. Dy these acts

Conditlou of Western Kentucky. 

The New York Herald of the 4th contains 
a long aud interesting letter, dated at St. 
Louis on trade and commerce in the Missis- 
sippi valley. Of the condition of West 
Kentucky, the writer says: 

That portion of Kentucky lying between 
the Tennessee and Mississippi rivers has 
just shown itself a confirmed case of 
Ephriam joined to his idols, by voting by 
an immense majority against the constitu- 
tional ameudmeut abolishing slavery. This 
section was intensely pro-slavery origi- 
nally, and is so Kill. The return of many 
hundred rebels to the counties iu the dis- 
trict has not helped the cause of peace. 
Many of the Union men have been com- 
pelled lately to flee from their homes to Pa- 
ducah and Columbus. This simple fact 
has produced its natural fruit. There are 
no appearances of a revival of industrial 
pursuits, the negroes are all running away, 
the whites do not know how or are too lazy 
to work, there are no horses or plows to 
work with, and the country, naturally as 
rich aud fertile as any under the suu, is 
going |o rack aud ruin. Paducab, whi-.h 
used to bo a lively city before the war, and 
annually did a trade amounting to millions 
of dollars with the counties of McCracken, 
Ballard, Graves, Marshall, Hickman antl 
Callaway, is now a deserted, idle place. 
Paducah, in fact, is a type of the whole 
section. Tne railroad which ran originally 
to Mayfield has been abandoned and torn 
up; the country has been pillaged by rebel 
friends and Yaukee foes, and is about as 
bad off as any part of the whole South. 
The people are living in the most primitive 
way, and the only hope of their future pros- 
perity lies in the infusion of Yaukee spirit, 
and a rousing up from the lethargy brought

The Democracy Couchant— A Pregnant 
and Caustic Kevlew of the Position and 
Declaration of tbe Democracy. 

Mr. E. P. Whipple, in the Boston Tran- 
script, sets forth the present position of the 
Democracy as follows: When La Mettrie, 
the skeptical companion of Frederick the 
lireat died, Voltaire sarcastically an- 
nounced: "The post of Atheist to His 
Majesty is vacant." When chattel bondage 
came to an end in the Southern States, tbe

announced: "Tne office of slaves on tbe 
Southern plantation is vacant; let us baBten 
to fill it." This, in short, is the condensed 
un aning of the series of resolutions which 
have been pas«ed in the Democratic Con- 
vent ious in the three States we have men- 
tioned. Whatever may be the form of 
words used, whatever may be tbe princi- 
ples declared, whatever may be the histoi i 
tral examples cited, they all unite iu cover- 
ing tbe simple determination to occupy the 
place which "the niggers" have vacated, 
i he South cannot do without slaves; tut 
blacks have been freed; now is the chance 
lor ihe Northern section of tbe Democratic 
party! "The Republican rule"— so would 
run tbe resolutions, if frankly worded — "t* 
a detestable despol'sm, whicb excludes the 
Northern flunkies of Davis and ijee from 
offices of honor and profit; our ouly hope 
is in a resolution which will put the defeat- 
ed rebels into the first national positions; 
and with the United States Government In 
tbe hands of the authors of the civil war 
waged for its overthrow, wecau rely on en- 
joying souie portion of the plunder whicb 
such a victory will carry with it.

Southerners Call on the Preslde-.t— The 
Preeideut's S;;cecD. 

Washington, Sept. 12.— The following 
are the main point* of a very important 
speech made by Frwident Johnson to the 
delegation from the Southern States: 

i.kntlemen — We have passed through 
the rebellion. I say we, for it was we who 
were responsible. Yes, the South mad.- the 
issue, bn I know the nature ot the South 
em people well enough to know that when 
they have become convinced of an error, 
they will frankly acknowledge it in an open 
and direct manner. And now in the per- 
formance of that duty, or indeed in the act 
they undertake to perform, they do it heart- 
ily and frankly. Now that they come to 
tne they understand me as snying that we 
made the issue. We set up the Union ut 
the States against the institution of sla- 
very. We settle.! the arbitration by the 
god of battles. The argument was' the 
sword. 

The issue was fairly and honorably met. 
The questious presented have been settled 
agaiust us, and we are prepared to accept 
the issue. I find on all sides this spirit of 
candor and honor prevailing. Jt is said by 
all the issue was ours, and the judgment 
has been against ub. The decision having 
been made sgainst us, we are bound iu 
honor to accept the arbitrament. In doinj; 
ihis, we are doing ourselves no dishonor, 
and do not leel humiliated or degraded, but 
rather that we are ennobling ourselves by 
these actions and we should feel that the 
Government has treated us magnanimously 
ami meet the Government uiiuu the terms 
that it has so maguoniuiously offered us, 
So far as 1 urn concerned personally, I am 
not inlluenced by auy question, whether it 
ar>l>ears in the North or South th? East or 
West. 

I stand where I did of old, battling for 
the Constitution and Union of the United 
States. In doing this I know I op|>osed >< u 
of the South— when secession was beinu 
urged on the country, and you declared 
your right to break up the Uovernment ami 
disintegrated the Union. I stand as I have 
ever stood, firmly in tho opinion that ■ 
monopoly combined against this country 
must go down, aud the country must go up. 
Yes, the issue was made by the South 
against the Government, and the Govern 
ment has triumphed, aud the South, trneto 
her ancient attributes of frankness and 
candor, comes forward and expresses hep 
willingness to abide by the decision in good 
laith. 

While I rejoice that the rebellion has 
been arrested aud subdued, I am happy in 
i he consciousness of a duty well performed. 
I now not only would have you, but Un- 
people of tbe whole world, to know that 
while I declared and feared a disintegration 
of the States, 1 am equally opposed to con- 
solidation or concentration of power here, 
under whatever guise or name. They fen r 
nn issue is fraud upon us. 

1 *hall BtfU endeavor to pursue pott", 
efforts to disuuade them from tlii^ 
lnd I s fl y let some rules be applied, as 1 
BAY** before remarked to you. 1 am grati- 
fied to see so many of you here to-day. It 
manifests a spirit that I am pleased to ob- 
serve. I know that il has been said of BM 
that my aspirations are sharp; that I had 
vindiotlTM feelings to gratify, and that I 
should not fail to avail myself of the op- 
portunities that would present theinselve.- 
to gratify such despisable feelings. 
If my acts will not speak fn 
me and for themselves, then auy profes- 
sions that I might now make would be use- 
less — but gentlemen if I know myself, as 1 
think 1 do, I know I am of the Southern 
people, and 1 love them, and will do all in 
my power to restore them lo their state of 
happiness and prosperity which they en- 
joyed before the madness of misguided' men 
in whom they had reposed their confidence 
led them astray. 

If there is anything that can be done on 
my part on the correct principles of the 
Constitution to promote thfse ends, be as- 
sured it shall be done. Let me assure you, 
also, that there is no disposition on the 
part of the Government to deal harshly 
with the Southern people. 

There may be speeches published from 
various quarters that may breathe a dif- 
ferent spirit. But do uot let them trouble 
or excite you. Believe that it is the great 
object of the Government to make the 
Union of these United States more com- 
plete aud perfect than ever, and to main- 
tain it on constitutional principles, more 
tirmly, if possible, than it has ever before 
been. 

Then why can't we all come up to the, 
work in a proper spirit? in other words, let 
us look to the Constitution. The issue has 
been made and decided. Then, as wise men, 
:is men who see right and are determined 
to follow it, as fathtrs and brothers, and as 
men who love th<dr country in this hour of 
her trials and suffering, why can't we come 
up and help to settle the questions of the 
hour, and adjust them according to the 
principles of honor aud of justice? Tue in- 
stitution of slavery is gone; the formei 
status of the negro had to be changed, aud 
we, aa wise men, must recogaize so potent 
a fact and adapt ourselves to circumstances 
as they surround us. [Voices — We are 
willing to do so.] Yea, sir, we are willing 
lo do so. I believe you are, and I believe 
your faith is pledged when your consent 
has been given. As I have already said, I 
believe it w ill be maintained in good faith, 
and every promise fully sustained. [Cries 
—It will.] What I ask or desire of the South 
or North, the Ea&t or West, is to be sustain- 
ed in carrying out the principles of the Con- 
stitution. It is not to be denied that we 
have been great sufferers. On both sides 
good men have fallen, and much misery 
is being endured. As a necessary re- 
sult ot such a contest, our country has 
been scored all over. Then why can't we 
approach each other on principle! which 
are right in themselves and which will be 
productive of good to all. The day is not 
distant wheu we shall f^-el bkesome family 
that has been estranged for a time, various 
members of which have come together and 
compared the evils and sufferings they had 
inlhcted ou each other. They had seen the 
in liuum e of their error aud its result, aud 
governed by a generous spirit they had be- 
come mutually forbearing and forgiving, 
and return to their old habits of fraternal 
kindness and become better friends than ev- 
er. Then let us consider that lhe feud which 
alienated us, has been settled and adjusted 
to the mutual satisfaction, that we come 
together to be bound by firmer bonds of 
love, respect and confidence than ever. 
Tbe North can not get along without the 
South, nor the South without the North; 
the Ka-t without the West, nor the West 
without the East, and I say it is our duty to 
do all that within our power lies to pertiet- 
uate aud make stronger the bonds of our 
Union, saying that it is for the common 
good of all that we should be united. 1 I 
feel that this U uion, but the creation oi a 
century, is to be perpetuated for all time, 
and it can not be destroyed except by the 
all wise God who created it.

The V* 1 z Trial—Proceedings Yesterday. 

Washington, Sept. 12.— Mr. Baker, in 
accordance with the ruling of the court yes- 
terday, presented a partial list of witnesses 
whom he deaired to have subpened, first: 
Jas. Orman, of Atlanta, Ga. He wa.» Ad- 
jutant from the middle of July, 1861, to 
April, 1865, and could give full and minute 
accounts of all trausactious while at Ander- 
sonville Jas. Armstrong, of Macon, Ga., 
was one of those whom the courier could 
uot fiud; he was commissary of the post 
before Capt. Wirz was placed in command 
of the prison and until April '65, and could 
state the condition of the commissary sup- 
plies all the time. Maj. Proctor, of Mam- 
moth Cave, Ky., was acting commissary 
during Armstrong's sickness, and could 
swear no supplies could be procured lor the 
hospital. 

Felix Bearing testified, among other 
things, of Wirz firing shots at two meu 
who were drawing water. He said one of 
them was in a dying condition. Wirz ac- 
companied the act by saying, "that's the 

way I get rid of the s of b ." He 

saw two men killed at the dead line. As 
for himself, when be was conveyed to the 
prison he weighed 15S pounds, but when he 
left he weighed only 90 pounds, and was 
a mere skeleton. He owed the saving of 
life to Dr. Bates, an acting burgeon at the 
hofcpital. In the starved condition of the 
prison rats were a great delicacy. Br.

New York, Sept. 12.-The stock market 
exhibits a very tardy return of activity. 
Brokers are dissatisfied with the protracted 
dullness of business, aud are quite likely 
to get up an arrangement for the benefit ol 
public interests. Ou the street at present 
brokers and professioual speculators are 
simply preying upon eaeh other in a small 
way. Outsiders are unusually indifferent 
about a speculative movement in stocks.

The improved earnings 
ol roads, under the generally improved 
business ot country imports, gives strenmh 
to prices, and especially lu the case of most 
lines.

Coal 
stocks are iu better standing, owing to ac- 
tive demand for coal, and an advance iu 
prices. There was less activity in the latter 
part ot to-day than during the morning. 

Governments ocks steady; old 5 2»)s were 
better; inquiries for them for export in mod- 
erately active demand and not very abund- 
antly supplied. Gold weaker to-day, ow- 
ing to a decline in the demand. It is ru- 
mored on tho street that the Government 
sold a quarter of a million this afternoon. 
Money continues easy. Stocks were easy 
to-day.

The Express says: Business in the dry 
goods line has fallen off, especially in do- 
mestic fabrics, not from the want of buyers, 
but owing to the rates now demanded for 
all classes of the latter goods. Buyers now 
here can't purchase good-* and compete 
with their ueighhora, who laid in a supply 
before the recent rise. There is no vcooii 
reason for the enormous advance in cotton 
goods within the past week or two, as the 
«upply of rtw material is steadily increas- 
ing, and the price has fallen. New England 
manufacturers are making larger profits 
than ever belore, and realizing more than 
100 per cent, on their sales. At present for- 
eign goods have not advanced to any great 
extent, while this sharp upward movement 
has been going on.

Ssw Yo»K.Sfpu 12.— Thw Tribune's M»t- 
amoras correspondent save : The aid want- 
ed by tbe ebiels <>f the Liberal party is a 
legion of about 10,000 men in order to force 
all leaders to obey tbe regular Generals, 
and to take and hold some point as a centar 
of union. In iny conversation withTrevino 
de Leon and others they dwell upon those 



The Liberal forces are now split up into 
small bodies, each operating in a iS'aw . 
When two or more of these bodies unite, a 
French lorce is aent against them, and ow- 
ing to the quality of tbe Utter, the result of 
nearly every tigbt is in their favor. A 
column of 10,000 men entering this country 
now would fiud the Imperial forces in 
small bodies, and spread all over a vast 
extent of territory, and would be able to 
beat these bodies in detail, and drive tbem 
in great haste from the points they hold, 
with loss of war materials. 

T<> rsise h legion of 10,000 men, one mil- 
lion dollars is necessary to begin with, and 
this is the great want at preseut. If that 
sum could be raised there would be means 
U) arm, clothe, and feed tbe legion until 
some points in thi- country, such as Mata- 
moras. could be taken, and a few million 
dollars rsi»ed by requisition. 

A commissioner is at this moment in 
Brownsville with instructions from St. 
Lada de Lexda, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, to raise a loau of oue million dol- 
lars, to raise « legion, buy so many atand 
of rifles, so many rounds of ammunition, 
six batteries of rifled guns, ao manv rounds 
of shells and case-shot, etc. But the com- 
miaaioner cannot raise the loan, and will 
not do the rest with no funds, as il would 
be folly. 

The facts are these: There is to be no 
war at present in favorof Mexico. The or- 
der to Gen. .Sheridan suowa that the Libe- 
ral parly wants private .id from the United 

ites, and is lost without it. If 10,0 X) to 
20,000 men can b<* raised for the party it 
may retain p >wer. 

The Herald's Vera Cruz correspondence 
of the 1st s*ys: The Imperialists were in a 
state of intense excitement and joy at the 
official announcement by Marshal Bazaiue 
of two Imperial triumphs. 

It seems that the rumor which we have 
so often previously had of the flight of Ja- 
fese and the taking of his capital by Maxi- 
milian's troops has at last proved true. 
They entered it on the 15th of August. The 
other Imperial victory was the occupation 
of the town of Herinasillo, a place ot less 
than 9000 inhabitants, which tbe Republi- 
cans had previously evacuated. These af- 
fairs, though ot no great importance, were 
being made much of in ceiel>rations and 
illuminations by tbe Imperialists and a 
special steamer had been dispatched from 
"\ era Cruz to France to convey intelligence 
of them and yet this is insignificant com- 
pared with the success of the Liberals at 
Tehuchau. 

The Tribune's Washington special says: 
Only 130 partial rations are issued to t he 
destitute freed men of this city, and tbe 
number is rapidly decreasing, owing to the 
efforts of the Freedmeu's Bureau to pro- 
vide all the colored citizens of this class 
with self-sustaining employment. 

Lieut. Clark^of Gen. Howard's staff, has 
just returned from Harper's Ferry, whither 
he was recently sent for the purpoee of in- 
vestigating the feci men 'p affairs in that 
vicinity, and reports very encouragingly of 
their present and pr ospective condition. 
Ha represent*-, h* ever, ti nt the deuioni 
acal spirit of rebellion sti'l exists among 
manj- of the returned guerrillas of Loudon 
county, wuo have recently exhibited their 
hostility by firing occasionally at a email 
squad of the Hd New York, stationed at 
Sandy Hook. None of our men have as yet 
been injured, although several narrow es- 
capes have occurred. 

Guards have been stationed on the Vir- 
ginia side of the river, which will probably 
prevent a recurrence of these outrages. 

The Secretary of War has issued instruc- 
tions to the commanding Generals of the 
Departments of North Carolina, Virginia, 
Florida, Texas, Louisiana, and Arkansas, 
directing them to immediately muster out 
of service all organizations of colored 
troops which were enlisted in tbe Northern 
S:ates and are now serving in their respec- 
tive commands.

He 
remarked that at the t ame time sure work 
must be made of preserving tbe peace of 
the nation. 

Fort Smith. September 10.— The Indian 
Council yesterday was taken up in reading 
stipulations, to be imposed by the Govern- 
ment on the treaties in the Southwest. The 
stipulations propose a grand consolidation 
of all Indisn tribes into one nation, tbe ter- 
ritory of which shall be the present Indian 
Territory, and such other as the Govern- 
ment may decide on. The tribes now liv- 
ing in Kansas are to be removed Smith, 
and the Southwestern tribes to be expected 
to compel the Indians of the plains to ob- 
serve tbe treaties. 

The Indisns now here say they under- 
stood that they were called to meet the late 
rebel tribes and renew friendly relations 
with tbem, and not to make new treaties, 
which they say they are unwilling and un- 
authorized to do. But few of the loyal tribes 
sre now here, but others are expected soon,
